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KILLED, 20 HURT 
WHEN EXPLOSIVES 
IN TRUCK BLOW UP 


Blast Destroys Three Resi- 
dences and Damages 
Others on Highway Near 
Butler, Pa. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUTLER, Pa., June 9.—Two oll 
well workers were killed and 20 
other persons were injured, two se- 
riously, when 400 quarts of nitro- 
glycerine, hauled in a motor truck 
to a storage magazine, exploded 
on the main highway at Lick Hill. 
near here today. 

The dead: Frank K. Greer, driv- 
er of the truck, and Victor Coxan, 
his helper, both of Oil City. 

The explosion destroyed three 
houses and damaged several oth- 
ers in the village of Lick Hill. Mrs. 
Edward Redeig and her daughter 
Margaret, among the six most se- 
riously injured in a hospital here, 
are not expected to live. 

The explosion occurred when a 
rear wheel of the truck slipped 
from the concrete highway into a 
small ditch as the machine was 
turning into a mud road. 

Explosion ‘elt for Five Miles. 

The truck, loaded with explo- 
sives, had just turned from the 
main highway to a side road, en 
route to a magazine storage shed, 
when the blast occurred. The nitro 
was to have been used in blowing 
oil wells. The force of the blast 
was felt five miles away. 

The Butler chapter of the Ameri- 
ean Red Cross sent workers to 
the scene at once. State highway 
patrolmen and State troopers took 
charge of the situation. 

Many telephone poles, carrying 
telegraph, telephone and electric 
wire, were ripped down, and gas 
lines were broken. Some of the 
damage dhouses caught fire.

34 Arrests in Inguiry Into 
Warsaw Assassination

WARSAW, June 9.—Polish po- 
lice are taking drastic steps to de- 
termine whether the assassination 
of Peter Voikoff, Soviet envoy at 
Warsaw, was part of a Russian 
monarchist plot. Voikoff’s assassin 
was a young Russian student 
studying at Vilna. 

Police searched the monarchist 
colonies in both Warsaw and Vilna, 
making five arrests at the capital 
and 29 at Vilna. 

The Russian newspaper Vilna 
Novaia Rossia, which issved a spe- 
cial edition recommending sub- 
scriptions for the murderer, was 
suppressed and the editor arrested. 

The Polish Government is doing 
everything possible, it is announced, 
to fulfill the requirements of jus- 
tice, and has acceded to the So- 
viet demand for participation in 
the investigation, the Polish law 
permitting such a course, 

Russia’s sharp note has made a 
painful impression in Polish gov- 
ernmental circles, which deplore 
the tragedy and regard it as an 
internal Russian affair, which ac- 
cidentally happened in Polish ter- 
rftory, and for which Poland has 
no moral responsibility. It is be- 
lieved that the Soviet Union will 
be satisfied with nothing less than 
the death penalty for the assassin, 
but it is not expected that the 
tragedy will seriously impair rela- 
tions between the two countries. 

The body of M. Vaikoff was ex- 
posed to public view yesterday at 
the Soviet legation. Among those 
who called at the legation were the 
Polish foreign minister, M. Zaléski 
and members of the diplomatic 
corps, together with the represen- 
tatives of numerous social and eco- 
nomic institutions. Tomorrow the 
body will be taken on a special 
train to Moscow.

Leandro Sorio, a waiter in the 
hotel where Lucetti lived, and 
Stefano Vateroni are codefendants 
with Lucetti, both of them being 
accused of complicity. 

Lucetti must answer additional 
charges of planning to provoke a 
general uprising, causing a tumult 
and public disorder and being re- 
sponsible for the wounding of eight 
persons, including four women, 
who were struck by fragments of 
the bombs. 


JOHN C. GUINN, CARTHAGE’S 


“Wheat 
”* and Ore nd Own- 
ner Was 95. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CARTHAGE, Mo., June 9.—John 
Cc. Guinn, 95 years ald, reputed to 
be Jasper County’s wealthiest citi- 
zen, died today at his home in Car- 
thage. He came here in 1865, ac- 
quiring vast holdings in the western 
part of the county, and at the time 
of his death it is said he owned 
more than 15,000 acres. He found- 
ed Georgia City, naming it after 
the State from which he came to 
Missouri. 
For years he was known as the 
“wheat king’’ of Jasper County, 
having thousands of acres in that 
grain. One of the sources of his 
wealth was mineral land. He owned 
virtually all of the zinc and lead ore 
bearing land north of Webb City 
from which millions of dollars’ 
worth of ore was taken. These 
mines, however, in what is known 
as “sheet ground,” were aban- 
doned several years ago when the 
richer Oklahoma field was devel- 
oped. 
Mr. Guinn started his career as a 
clerk in an Atlanta store. His wife 
died many years ago. He ig sur- 
vived by a son, Dr. C. B, Guinn of 
Carthage, and a daughter, Mrs. Lot- 
tie Young of La Grange, Ga.

TRYING INNOCENT MAN 


»|Sidener Had Confession Exon- 


erating Meder, Department 
Says in Denying Charges. 


Circuit Attorney Sidener yester- 
day criticised the Police Depart- 


,|ment for allowing Gus Meder, 35- 


year-old laborer, to be tried for a 
robbery Tuesday, although the 
crime had been attributed to an- 
other man. 

A jury acquitted Meder of the 
Previously, Meder had of- 
fered to plead guilty and take a 
five-year sentence, as he was with- 
out funds to hire a lawyer. Circuit 
Judge Ossing rejected a plea of 
guilty when Meder insisted he was 
innocent. 

Charles Muse, manager of a 
Kroger store at 2846 Nebraska ave- 
nue, identified Meder as the man 
who robbed him of $39 on Feb. 1. 
However, police have a confession 
from Arthur Van Nostrand that the 
robbery was committed by George 
McMahan, while Van Nostrand 


>| waited outside. 


Sidener said if he had known 
of Van Nostrand’s confession, and 
had verified it, he would have dis- 
missed Meder without a trial by 
jury. A uniform policeman who 
testified at the trial did not men- 
tion the confession. 

On the other hand, police point 
out that Sidener had a copy of the 
confession and that it was his duty, 
rather than that of police, to stop 
the prosecution, if unjustified. The 
police say, further, that the con- 
fession was not known to the uni- 
form police, as it had been ob- 
tained by detectives working, not 
on the Meder case, but on the case 
of Rudolph Guenthel, telephone 
coin box collector, murdered by 
robbers. 

Van Nostrand and McMahan 
were associates of Anthony Berg- 
man, sentenced to death for the 
murder of Guenthel. Sidener’s 
copy of the confession was filed 
with the Bergman records and he 
said he did not know about its ref- 
erence to Meder until after the lat- 
ter had been acquitted.

He 
is 59 years old. 

Lengel was arrested a few min- 
utes later at his home, Lengel, 
white-haired veteran of 19 years 
service with the Canton police de- 
partment, was drawn into the case 
presumably by the testimony of 
Floyd E. Streitenberger, former 
detective under hinf. Streftenber- 
ger, now serving a life sentence 
for the killing, was brought here 
from the Ohio penitentiary at Co- 
lumbus to testify before the grand 
jury.

Catcher Schulte | 
Hit in Head With 
Bat in Practice 


As a result of an accident during. 
batting practice before today’s
